• WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 —I 
President Nixon’s main cam- 
paign treasury took in and 
spent nearly $5-million during 
the last three weeks of August, 
campaign finance disclosures 
showed today. 

It was also disclosed that, in 
July and August together, Sen- 
ator George McGovern piled up 
a $2-million deficit by spending 
nearly $5-million. 

Incomplete figures for both 
the Republican and Democratic 
Presidential campaigns were 
made public by the General Ac- 
counting Office, the Govern- 
ment agency charged with en- 
forcing the financial reporting 
and disclosure provisions of 
the new Federal Election Cam- 
paign Act. More complete data 
are to be available during the 
next few days as reports are 
processed for public inspection.' 

Both Required to File 

The Nixon financial state- 1 
ment covered three weeks and, 
the McGovern one nine weeks 1 
because, under the law, both 
parties were required to file re- 
ports before their national con- 
ventions. 

The last Democratic state- 
ment before the one released 
today was filed before the 
Democratic convention in early 
July, while the Republicans; 
submitted one just before their 
convention last month. 

Publication of the first of the 
financial statements required 
of all Federal candidates on 
Sept. 10 showed that the Nixon 
campaign’s main Washington 
bank account — that of the Fi-j
